The  Government  of  Mozambique  has  received  a credit 
from  the  IDA,  a Grant  from  Global  Environment  Facility 
and  PHRD  Grant  from  the  Government  of  Japan,  towards  the 
costs  of  the  Trans  frontier  Conservation  Areas  and 
Tourism  Development  Project  (TFCATDP).  The  project 
encompasses  a series  of  activities  to  be  implemented  in 
the  contest  of  four  Trans  frontier  Conservation  Areas 
(TFCAs)  in  the  country:  the  Limpopo  TFCA;  the  Lubombo 
TFCA;  the  Chimanimani  TFCA  and  the  ZIMOZA  TFCA.
